As their mothers and fathérs before them for countless venerations, 
Jews and Jewesses on Sunday evening and Monday in next week, closing 
the door of the world upon their souls, will find their way unto the 
place of God, there to greet Him in kumility and penitence, there to 
shrive their souls before the One Who gave them life.

The influence of the Kippur Day may 
here and there wane. A great religious teacher bade us recollect that 
hething is altogether immune from the corruption of the moth, and we see 
how the eankering erosion of fashion and the calls of the world Jeave their 
destructive mark, so that nothing is sacred unto them. It were easy for 
fyrites to sneer at the Jew's atonement and for pessimists to set at naught 
every great ideal that clings about the Kippur celebration. The garment 
becomes frayed, iron rusteth, and even the spirit of men and women 
But yet and yet! With all the world could do to beat out-of 

the Jew his loyalty to his God, and his fealty to his fellow-Jew—with all 
the world could do by: the cruelty of persecution and the undermining of 
toleration, by flinging against our faces the iron gates of human association 
here aud opening wide to us the doors of social equality there—still with a 
perinanence that seems to take unto itself the nature of Eternity, the call 
of the Avppur yet reaches.ears deaf to every other appeal of Judaism, and 
e xiudles in our hearts a living. fire of faith that appears but-as ash and 
tinder all the long year round. Let us not stay to ask why this miracle is 
renewed within us season by season. Let us not ask why it is that a 
feremouial and aritual which the reason of so many of those who observe 
it could uot justify, still provides for us that unerring Drang which to the 
religiously callous, to the most. careless, still proves irresistible. Let 
us be content to bless God who. has reserved for even the poorest and the 
*easest-souled of His creatures this constant refreshment which is to them 
like the living waters, in that it is a message brought to them from 
afur—we know not whence. Who shall say, however, that even in 
those countless instances where the Kippur Day is a mere mechanical 
Performance, it doés not leave its indelible sign, as we know how, 
with all its mere conventional reeoguition, it opens up year by year, 
a deep and yet deeper. well in the finest and truest souls among 
mankind. No institution that possessed the manifest power upon 
human beings of the Atonement Day could be otherwise than, humanly

Loyalty to Congress. 

Tue opponents of Zionism, and other enemies of our peaple, have 
doubtless been rejoicing during the last week or two as they have observed 
what they thought was an internecine quarrel between Zionists, which 
would end in nothing short of a split in the Movement. The Arabs in 
Palestine misread the real meaning of the proceedings at Vienna, if they 
thought they exhibited weakness in regard to the Zionist Cause, or that 
Zionists were slacking in the pursuit of the objects for which the 
Movement was founded. Anti-Semites of various ranges and 
degrees, it is evident from comments in the anti-Semitie Press, thought 
that Zionism was played out and that the Jews, as a people; had proved 
themselves, where Jewish matters, were concerned as impotent and helpless 
as ever, Pseudo-Zionists also stood by and enjoyed the spectacle of 
Zionism going to pieces as they vainly thought, and the National idea 
evaporating. In saying this we refer to the impressions which the 
representatives of all such groups have, in form or another, 
given of the Congress proceedings. Needless to say, they are 
mistaken. ne of the vital principles of the Movement is loyalty to 
the Congress—a loyal acceptation of any decision to which Congress 
may arrive. 2 yielding up of individual 
Opinion, nor does it involve an alteration in the least of the attitude of 
those who have opposed those decisions. It means that it is a daty 
bound upon Zionists obstrnet and harass those upon 
whom has fallen the obligation of carrying them into effect. “A 
notable precedent found in the determination to which 
Congress came not to proceed with the offer that was made by the

But nothing in the remotest in fartherance of the Jewish Canse, 
certainly not of Zionism, came out of that act of disloyalty to Congress, 
any more than proceeded from a like refusal to accept the decision of the 
majority, with which Judge Branpris was more recently associated ; 
although it is only right to say that in that case there was less a matter of 
policy than a question of administration involved. In the present instance, 
those who opposed Dr. WrizMAnn, and the still larger number who showed 
their dissent from his policy, adopted what, in our view, is the only 
thinkable course in such circumstances. They have agreed to leave -him 
unfettered to work out the course for which he has contended. But it 
must not be supposed that the Congress at Vienna was in any seuse 2 
complete victory for Dr. WrizMany, his policy, or his leadership. We 
are not referring now to the precise voting in response to his appeal for a 
manifestation of confidence. Jewish Nationalists and all trae Zionists were 
convinced that Dr. WEIZMANN and his colleagues had made a false move and 
taken an utterly indefensible line of action, when they concurred ‘in the 
That. as our readers will recognise, has been our 
main point of opposition to official Zionism as well as to the administration 


of Sir Hereert SAMUEL in Palestine, equally as to the British policy of | 


which he was the instrument. And now, as Mr. Son GoLDBERG, in a letter 
in our columns, points out, we have the acknowledgment of Professor 
Brovereky and others (as was indeed apparent from Congress proceedings), 
that the real opposition to- Dr. Wr1zMann and his Executive—the real 
dissatisfaction which Congress desired to express—was, as we pointed out 
a week or two ago, because they gave their signatures on beha®f of .the 
Organisation to a document, agreeing that the White Paper was a 
true exemplification of Zionist ideals.

express their concurrence in the opinion concerning it, Tue Jewisu 


Curonicie has all along held. Thus, tlie truth goes marching along! 
For the time being, Dr. WrIzMANN, whose leadership, so long as he was 
able and willing to bear the heavy burden, was never really in question, 
has obtained his way in regard to the extension of the Jewish 
Agency, as well as in respect to vastly increased personal authority coh- 
cerning the policy of the Movement. That position those who dissent 
must accept. If they are right in the views they hold, it is not a position 
that will long be maintained. If they are wrong, then none will rejoice 
more than they that Dr. WrizMANN has triumphed. . In any case, no 
Zionist is going to be lured by the enemies, open or insidious, of the Move- 
ment inté forgetting that all of them—Dr. WEIZMANN'S supporters, as 
well as his opponents—are working in @ common cause. They 
will not, therefore, by reason of differences, however deep and bitter, 
on questions of methods and means which may divide them, be

undoubted cause for grave complaint if the facts are as he gives them. 
In May last, the Colours of the Jewish Regiment were, at a special service, 
deposited in the Great Synagogue with the personal benediction of the 
Coier Rarer or tur Bririso Emprre, who greeted them as a sacred 
accessory of the ancient place of worship.

But, on the other hand, the close association of the Colours 
with the age-long aspirations of our people brought them into line with 
much for which the Synagogue stands: andinany case the brave lads who fell 
beneath them, who yielded up their lives for the sake of this country with 
the added impulse that they were fighting for the Jewish Cause, left behind 
them loving friends to whom the knowledge that these emblems of couras¢ 
and endurance, and of the spirit which animated the boys, had become 
part of the furnishing of a sacred Jewish fane must have been a consolation 
and a pride. Now it turns out that for some reason as yet unexplained, 
these glorious memorials are to be placed not in the Synagogue but outside, 
and that all the fine apotheosis of them at the Service to which we allude, 
is to be belied by their being treated with something less than apprecislion, 
and little less than indignity. The public is entitled to know the cause 
for this altered course. To put it upon no wider basis, it appears to be 3 
galling snub administered to those whose wounds will never wholly heal, 
and thus a piece of inconsiderateness that ought never to have bees 
inflicted upon them.

About all matiers concerning God, however, we have fr mained 
‘astly more ignorant than upon others, by means of the resolution, albeit 
partial, of which there is being constantly revealed to man’s mind the 
great truths of creation. The greatest trath of all is yet hidden from him, 
probably because the only effort he is called upon to make in respect to 
it 18 to believe: The parsons ask him for faith. He has never been urged 
by scientists to know and to understand Religion. The nearest approxi- 
mation to that has been Judaism, and ihe people adhering to it have thus 
farned for themselves the sobriquet of God-intoxicated.”. Mr. Zangwill 


tells us in his contribution to the Dam_y Express series not what is his 
religion. He assures us, it is (rue, that he cultivates certain social ameni- 
ties that bring him love and admiration, respect and regard. But a total 
absence of them would have marked him for a downward career, as the 
world looks upon it, rather than the upward path he has hewn out for 
himself by his consummate: ability. Thus they have less to do with 
Religion than with social success. I doubt whether his expression of faith 
is more truly an exemplification of his possessing a religious spirit, or that 
in quality his religious sentiment is as desirable or as useful as that of his 
penurious old father who, he tells us, in his old age left his home and 
family to die in Jerusalem. His father sacrificed the ties of kinship 
heeause his mind was bent on God, His son, with his mind suffused with 
x We Moderns,”’ or perhaps ‘Merely Mary Ann.” assures us that he fulfils 
the demands upon him of Religion by observing the social demands 
of duty, lovingkindness, pity, and courage, rejecting the obligations cast 
upon him as a Jew. The father was anxious, at least in his way, to get 
nearer the truth concerning God; the son disdaining not to exploit the 
Voice of Jerusalem, as he writes, yearns for the Temple—the (‘hristian 
temple—in London's centre. The father ‘imbibed deeply. of all know- 
ledge which within his’ ken was likely to reveal to him the traths of 
Creation. He was religious; yet he prated not about religion. The 
son chips off a few sparks from his intellectual grindstone, when it is 
convenient to.him to write npon Religion; and he does so with just the 
mental agility he might bring to bear upon any topic upon which ho 
was commissioned.

You 
will tell me that the Jew, “ the God-intoxicated Jew,” the Jew who does, 
and who observes, has brought us ne nearer the scientifically demonstrated 
truth about God, no nearer to the solving of the riddle of the Universg, 
than anyone else, although for four thousand years he has boasted himself 
the chosen of God to unravel to mankind the Truth concerning Him. But 
here we see a patent example of the fecklessness of the human passion. 
if there be any people that may be deemed facile princeps scientists in 
religion, men and women who more surely than any-others have, from 
veneration to generation, sought to know and understand the Almughty, 
and to pierce the cloud of ignorance concerning the First Cause of the 
Universe, it is Jews. And yet, while men have been expending what

Obituary. 


Mrs. REBECCA GREENBERG. 

Mrs. Rebecca Greenberg, widow of the late Chazan-Minister of the 
East London Synagogue, who passed away last week, all her life cl, rished 
a deep and abiding interest in the affairs of the congregation, and fo, 
many years associated and identified herself with her husband jy the 
arduous work entailed by the office which he held for nearly twenty-five 
years. ‘The deceased was held in the highest respect by the members of the 
East London Congregation, who will long remember her many a: ‘s of 
kindness. 

A Trimcrr. 

The death of Rebecca Greenberg, the widow of the Rev. [kriel 
(rreenberg, who served the East London Synagogue as Chazan for a period 
of twenty-two years, recalls the personality of a good Jewish woman whose 
devotion to the duty that life asked of her richly merits a word of tribute 
from one who often looked on with admiration, as she spent her days, and 
often her nights, in tending the sick-bed of her hasband. During the years 
that the Rev. Israel Greenberg was my colleague, he was stricken down on 
several occasions by long spells of serious illness which undermined his 
constitution and eventually necessitated. his retirement from office 
Mrs. Greenberg bore the burden of her trial with a brave heart and 
a cheerful spirit, and love's labour was rewarded by ‘the love 
that her children lavished upon her. both in the old home in 
Stepney, and later at Brixton, where she and her husband spent their 
declining years. ‘The infirmities of age prevented Mrs. Greenberg in recent 
years revisiting the Hast End, where the greater part of her life was passed 
and where she had many friends ; but her wish that her remains should he 
carried past the synagogue within which her husband had ministered for 
many years, and that the last sacred rites should be conducted by his former 
colleague, was an indication of her affection for the synagogue and a token 
that an old friendship had not been forgotten. Her children wil! tind 
consolation in their bereavement in the memory of her love for them. and 
in the knowledge that their requital of that love brought abundant happiness 
into their mother's life. “ Her children rise up and call her happy ; her 
husband also, and he praimeth her. saying: Many daughters have done

NOT A RACIAL JEW. 


Mr. Israel Zangwill contributed to the DaiLy Express of Wednesday 
one of a series of articles on “My Religion.” He begins by describing 
himself, on a Sunday morning, as he sits alone in the Temple. “The chureh 
belis are ringing, and though I was born a Jew and know that the original 
Templars on the day they recaptured Jerusalem and the tomb of Christ in 
one of their crusades massacred every Jew—man, woman, or child—I would 
willingly quit the work of writing this to sit in the Temple Church.” 

In analysing his religion, Mr. Zangwill says that “Orthodoxy ” makes 
for happiness, and that, with all his larger opportunities and means, his life 
has probably been less enviable than that of his penurious father, who, in 
ins old age, left his home and family “to die in Jerusalem.” Mr. Zangwill 
holds that it is the common duty of all men to find “ The Next Religion.” 
There is very little real difference among the higher creeds of to-day —even 
between such apparent opposites as Roman Catholicism and Judaism. What 
keeps them apart is largely the economic factor.” 

Says Mr. Zangwill: “ f myself, like Mr. Shaw 
proof of greatness~- have been misunderstood.”

Continuing, he says : 

It takes two, you see, to make a truth, and though, by “ marrying 
out of the fold,’ I tried to make it clear that to me Judaism \“ as not 
racial, I failed to “get the idea over.’ Jewry thought Thad madea 
“mixed marriage,’ a form of union I utterly disapprove of, the fact 
being that the Englishwoman who honoured me by becoming my wife 
was essentially atone with me. But, as Paseal saves. the heart has 
reasons of which the head is ignorant. and by some inarticulate instinct 
the Jewish masses the world over still believed in me asa racial Jew, 
and followed me (as they still insist on following me). | 

So little racialam 1 that I have not°made my eldest-born “a son 
of the covenant.” 1 cannot, with my vision and knowledge of history, 
carry on the-nineteen-century-old tradition of trying to sit between twe 
stools. Before the war, a Maida Vale Jew offered to send a five-pound 
note to any charity I pleased if I would tell him if my sou was circum - 
cised. [I was sorry to rob a charity, but I left the inquisitive letter 
unanswered. If the writer is still alive—as I hope—he can send the 
“fiver” to the Jewish refugees stranded by pitiless America’s enigra- 
tion policy. I will add—-and he may perhaps rise to a “tenner” at the 
glad news—that my younger son is circumcised. But that was only 
because the doctor advised it. Were Jewry in earnest in fulfilling its 
vaunted mission, it would rejoice at this removal of thé. vreatest 
stumbling block to the spread of its religion. 


In conclusion, Mr. Zangwill refers to.a number of his own works in 
which he has dealt with religious problems, being compelled to do so, he 
says, because, “alone among the contributors to this series, unless dear old 
Conan Doyle's fantasies are to be reckoned as a contribution to the subject,” 
he has not waited for editorial prompting to bare his heart on religion. He

of the cases in which they were to be exhibited in the courtyard ou/sive the 
synagogue.

There are ever those who assert 
that a great many modern ills spring from over-eating. Occasional fasting 
's good for the bodily system. I have heard of physicians who themselves 
Vast one day in every fortnight, and who recommend their patients to do the 
‘ame. There is no moral virtue in fastiig ‘onthe Day of Atoiement; the 
‘irtue, if any, is wholly physical. . Morally the purpose of fasting is to obtain 
tn ward peace, to establish good relations between a man. and himself. 
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But the Day of Atonement ean do more. It ean establish good 
relations between man and man. Will anyone deny that the Devil of 
Hate still stalks in the earth % There is hate still between pooples, between 
the white and the black races, between those who profess one political 
ul these who profess another. Will anyone deny 
that in addition to these larger hatreds (as they may be termed), we still 
allow petty hatred to mar our lives? We imagine that our dignity has been 
offended, and we become hateful. We stand stoutly by the division of our 
fellows into friends and enemies. Jewish custom is wise in recommending 
the practice of conciliation before the Day of Atonement. Let not anyene 
imagine, so Jewish teaching declares, that the Day of Atonement can atone 
the injuries done by one man toanother. The Day of Atonement has nosuch 
potency until a man who is guilty of injury makes his peace with the injured 
It was in this spirit that in Ghetto times enmities were wiped out.on the 
eve of the Day, and men came to synagogue free of at least one load of 
mischief. The practice might be worth cultivating. Let our ministers

So much is certain. that a man who has reaehed this stage will be in 
the right frame of mind to realise the importance and the necessity of peace 
among nations. I wish every Jew and Jewess in the country would make 
a pot of reading Leigh Hunt's poem, “ Abou ben Adhem,”’ on the Day of 
Atonement. I venture to suggest that this production is in accord with the 
spirit of the Jews should be among thé foremost supporters 
of international understanding, not only because they have given to the 
world the conception of the Messianic age, but also becanse they have 
experienced to the full the pain, the devilry, and the degradation of national 
hate. On the Day of Atonement, at any rate, the League of Nations and 
the ideal it seeks to embody might well be a topic on which Jews should 
ponder. 

There is yet one other good relationship which may be established on 
the Day of Atonement between. man and God. To some, the two stages 
already mentioned include the third ; to others, the third is a separate and 
higher stage. But all are agreed that to reach this, a man must, have 
achieved the other two. You cannot be at peace with God without being at 
poace wrth vourself and with your neighbour. It Is significant that in the 
public confession of sin, there is-no mention of breaches of ceremonial law, 
but orily of moral laws, of. the laws governing man's relation to himself 
and to his fellows. May it not be asserted, indeed, that unless you have 
established good relations within yourself and between yourself and your 
neighbour, the Day of Atonement has been wasted? But Jews are not 
wasteful, more especially of spiritual values. The cdntinuance of the Day 
of Atonement proves that it still satisfies the human want of quiet thought 
and inward peace.

“The Spectre of Anti-Semitism.” 

At the festivities in connection with the recent opening ceremony and 
consecration of the Harrogate New Synagogue by the Chief Rabbi pointed 
reference was made by one of the Jewish members of the Harrogate Congrega. 
tion to the obvious traces of anti-Semitic feeling which unfortunate! &Xisted 
both in Harrogate and in Leeds. The subject was referred to in his New Yeg, 
sermon, by the Rev. Dr. J. Abelson, M.A... who said that they W ere deeply 
disturbed by the uprising once more of the ugly spectre of anti-Sewiticn 
To some of them it appeared that anti-Semitism was brought about jy 
jealousy between Jew and Gentile tn the business world. Others again 
thought that it was caused by the too ostentatious display of wealth which 
was often made by the Jew. There were Gentiles, he said, who maintained 
that the Jew always placed the interests of his own brethren before the 
interests of the country in which he lived, and there were still other yop. 
Jews who could not forget the Scriptural event of 1900 years ago. and who 
could never forgive the Jew because he professed a different religion. from 
the dominant majority. The tragedy of tragedies was that anti-Semiticn 
was one of those Jewish pains for which there was no sure or fina! our 
Allthey could do was to alleviate it. This, said he, could be effected jy 
leading lives of spotless integrity. Let them never forget that when o Jes 
lapsed from « high of honour he thereby conferred an irreparable 
damage upon the whole race to which he belonged.

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JEWISH EDUCATION. 


From Mr. M. L. Krawitz. 
‘fo the Editor of Tur Jewisn Caronicie. 


Sir.-The subject of Hebrew and Religious Education has been raised 
and discussed again at the Ministers’ Conference. This is only what was 
expected, {t concerns the life, the very existence of our people, and should 
never be allowed to be away from our minds ; it should always command the 
most serious attention of our guides and leaders. Generally, this considera- 
tion is confined to the tducation of the child, which gets the most and often 
all the attention, whereas the problem of the education of the boy and girl 
in their adolescent state is only now and then touched upon, as if only 
worthy of secondary consideration. This is to be regretted. The guidance 
of our youths in their post-school period is of as great importance as their 
education in the more tender period of their lives and should receive our 
most serious attention and consideration. 

Leaving the Hebrew School at the age of thirteen or fourteen years, 
many of our boys and girls are severing their connection with Judaism. 
sometimes for good. And no wonder! Boys and girls up to that age are 
only children, and their tuition can only be elementary, consisting of 
reading the prayers, more or less Bible translation, and, in advanced cases, 
the rudiments of the Hebrew language ; in religion they are instructed in a 
kind of dogmatic ceremonialism or ceremonial dogmatism and in “ you- 
must-do-this”’ and “ you-must-not-do-that,” what the teacher knows will 
rarely be observed. Then comes, in the case of boys, that grand farce, the 
Barmitzvah, which. is primarily taken to be the opportunity for a social 
display, and, incidentally, to present the boy with a free pass out of 
Judaism. What more can we expect? When children, they can only be 
taught as children, and their tuition can certainly not be carried further 
than their child's intellect can take them. And shall we expect men and 
women to follow, and be interested in a religion taught to children and 
adapted to the intellect and understanding of children? We may as well 
expect them to thrive in their adult state on infants’ food, and go through 
life in swaddling clothes. 

The Bible and Jewish history-—from the beginning—must be the 
foundation of a child’s Jewish education, but these ure crowded with much 
matter, which, if stripped of the moral and ethical ideas contained in them. 
will do more harm than good, and will often leave very undesirable impres- 
sions on the minds of young persons. Children love and take in tales of 
_ adventures, while their minds are yet not sufficiently ripe to comprehend 

the ethical and moral—the truly religious —essence underlying these narra- 
tives. They. swallow with avidity the often unwholesome narratives con- 
tained in Genesis on account of their adventurous character. while the 
sublime words and, so to speak, grandmotherly exhortations contained in 
the book of Deuteronomy fail to attract and interest them. They feed*on 
the husk and miss the nutritious and health giving kernel. 


These youths miss the great philosophy and the glorious beauty of 


Judaism, the divine poetry of Jewish literature, and the grandeur of our 
marvellous history. If these are missed, what is there left to attract and to 
hold our young people to our nationality and to our religion - what to pre- 
pare them for the sacrifices that Judaism demands, which in their eyes must 
appeal purpose less, and only designed to interfere with their comfort Af 
best, they. will only follow a formal and spiritless ceremonialism. This 
may have been sufficient for the old ghetto days, when Jewish children and 
youths were brought up and lived in a naturally Jewish atmosphere, and in 
entirely Jewish surroundings. The air they breathed was Jewish. Then 
there was needed as much philosophy for their preservation as Jews and 
Jewesses.as is required to bring up English children in this country as 
Englishmen and Englishwomen. fut now the circumstances are entirely 
different. Our children grow up, not only in a non 
religious and spiritual point of view—in a wholly anti-Jewish atmosphere 
and if we are desirous of safeguarding their existence as Jews and aa PHI, 
we must feed them spiritually with something more substantial robe 
children’s food, 
For this purpose their education must not be allowed to end at the age 
of Barmeizrah, but should be continued far into the period of adolescence. 
Not ata kind of a “ Cheder,” as it is now understood, but more in the form 
of study circles, to meet once or twice a week, with brief lectures and 
debates on the ethics and philosophy of Judaism ; on the significance of our 
past history and on our ideas and ideals for the future: to propagate : 
deeper knowledge of our glorious literature, old and new 
desired, the study of the Hebrew language. These classes. or insets zl 
should also offer to young people the opportunity to air their Anatine | Ings, 
and discuss questions about religious and other Jewish matters with oe 
prospect of receiving rational answers. With the ‘continual weaken: 
the ceremonial side of Judaism, its spiritual and ethical side mt zs’ 
strengthened in every way possible. But, to ortranise these pr en 3 
bring them into being is not the work for individuals: it douse: ‘. < 
efforts of everyone actually engaged and directly interested in tea 
work, combined with the support of the whole community.

Yet there are gentle souls, who in “ the light 
that is not yet gone out,” have heard the voice of God. Some, like Samuel, 
may not even know it for what it really is, for “the word of God is pre 
cious ” in these days also. But in no age does He leave himself without 
witnesses. Though the priest has passed away, the prophet takes his place. 
And if he fail us there remains the unquenched spark within the soul of 
man. “The Lord God hath spoken : who shall not prophesy 7" The soul 
that would commune with God has in the very effort purged itself of ts 
impurity, and fanned the unquenched spark into a living flame of God. 
This is the miracle that the day achieves for those who lend themselves te 
its sacred influences. This is the Atonement—the union of the soul with 
the source of its own purity and holiness—so that like the child Samuel, 
recognising at last whence the call comes, it can answer: “ Speak, Lord, for 
Thy servant heareth.” And far beyond the Atonement Day the echo of 
that call shall sound : ae 
From out the thickest press of daily burdens and responsibilities by 
some flash of thought, by some deed of worth, by some sacrifice of self the 
eternal soul asserts itself, and man rises to his full stature and knows “ints 
power and the reality of the light that was not quenched ; knows, tha:

SAFAD THE HOLY. 


By Albert M. Hyamson, F.R.Hist.5. 


From Tiberias on the Sea of Galilee an excellent 
road. much of which was constructed by Jewish 
immigrant labour, runs northwards, At first it 
skirts the lake, but at Tabgha, a delightful hospice 
in a garden on the water's edge, it turns westwards 
and bevins to climb the mountains of Upper 
Galilee. A short distance before Tabgha the road 
passes on the left Migdal or Mejdel, the Magdala 
of the New Testament, originally a Jewish farm 
in ideal surroundings, now blossoming out into a 
garden village ; opposite on the other side of the 
road are the Colony’s groves of oranges, urape fruit, 
tangerines, bananas and palms, overhanging the 
lake from an easy height, which help to increase the 
attraction of Migdal. Higher and higher the road 
rises, aS far as Rosh-Pinah, one of the oldest of the 
Jewish Colonies, perched on a height with: the 
Seca of Galilee and Lake Huleh far down at its feet, 
capped Hermon and the Mountains of Lebanon 
in the distance and the mountain whose cap hides 
Safad immediately behind. Then the road goes 
up and up and up, curling all the time to avoid 
inclines, until the 
summit of the mountain is reached, and there in 
a hollow just on the other side is to be seen Safad, 
the Holy City of the Jews, nestling.

In the middle of the seventeenth 
century a printing industry was established there, 
and in due course thre town became a great Jewish 
literary centre. The Golden Ave of Safad did not, 
however, lony survive Luriaand Caro. and in Jess 
than twenty years after the death of the latter it 


had given place to Jerusalem as the premier Jewish * 


City of Palestine. 


The outstanding architectural feature of Safad 
is the Castle, which dominates the town and binds 


tovether thy veral SCTICS of smaller buildings 
that give the appearance of a town built in 
terraces. The original castle was built by the

in 1140, and was in turn held by them 
Saracens. Finally it was taken by the 
Sultan Beibars in 1266, when, despite his promise, 
he massacred the garrison, whose bones are still 
to be seen in a neighbouring cave. The fortress 
was destroyed on this occasion and the present 
tower erected by Beibars. Inside the tower was 
an incline wide enough for four horses to ascend 
abreast. In subsequent years the incidents in the 
history of Safad consisted mainly of plague, earth. 
quakes, and other misfortunes. At one time 
towards the end of the eighteenth century the town 
had been so denuded of its inhabitants by death 
and emigration as to be reduced to seven Jewish 
families. In 1492 the Jewish population was said 
to have been ten thousand. Forty years iater 
four-fifths of the Jewish inhabitants died of plague. 
In 1837 the Jewish Quarter was again annihilated 
by an earthquake, and four thousand Jews are said 
to have been killed. These visitations of nature 
were varied by those of men, and the Jews of Safad 
felt in turn the oppressive and cruel hand of 
Abdullah Pasha of Acre and of the Druses. not to 
mention the occupation by French troops in 1799, 


and those of Ibrahim Pasha in 1833. After the 
retreat of Napoleon, Djezzar Pasha, the butcher 
of Acre, occupied the city, determined to avenge 
himself and his countrymen by the massacre of 
all the Jews and Christians in the country. It 
was only the intervention of Sir Sidney Smith, 
with whose assistarice Napoleon had been foiled 
and Acre defended, and his threat to bombard 
and burn that port if a single Christian head should 
fall, that induced Djezzar to desist. He never- 
theless inflicted a severe punishment on the Jews 
and Christians of Safad. For many vears after- 
wards Sidney Smith was remembered by the 
inhabitants of Safad as their saviour. 

In such circumstances the nervousness of the 
Jews of Safad is excusable. Mr, Stewart Macalister, 
the 1907, recorded in his 
diarv: “ Returning in the afternoon to Safad | 
learnt that there was yreat-exeitement among the 
Jewish population of the city. As is well known, 
Safad was devastated by a terrible carthquake 
that took placé Ist January, 1837; the loss of life 
at the time has been estimated at 5,000. Earth. 
quakes are caused (according to local belief) by 
the turning of a monster who, Atlas-like, supports 
the earth— the ox which balances

The rumour 
at once spread through the town that “the English 
doctor had * from the taste of the water’ discovered 
that the catastrophe was imminent, and had fled 
with his guest. All manner of stories were 
eurrent as to what we had seen at Tabgha—a star 
had fallen into the Sea of Galilee and turned its 
waters red and undrinkable, and so forth.” 


In the neighbourhood of Safad there is a well 
that is believed by the population to be that into 
which Joseph was thrown before being sold by his 
brethren. ‘The yeographical absurdity of the 
attribution is not sufficient to move anyone from 
his belief. The neighbourhood ef the well, which 
is now a Moslem holy place, is strewn with black 
basalt boulders. The tradition proceeds that 
these were formerly white, but that Jacob, when 
searching for his lost son, wept upon them and 
miraculously changed their appearance. 

There is one incident in the relatively recent 
history of Safad that should be of special interest.

PALESTINE AND THE JEWISH RENASCENCE.* 
By Rabbi Dr. A. E. Silverstone, M.A. 


JIndaism, to ensure its survival, has made the 
Renascence an imperative necessity. It has in- 
fluenced the Renascence ; nay, it has actually made 
the Renascence. Will the regeneration in Pales- 
tine, in its turn, have any effect on Judaism ? 
There are some who say, and perhaps justifiably 
say, that Judaism requires modification now, that 
it needs to advance to keep pace with modern 
tendencies, |i may be so: but, if modifications 
are necessary, they must be introduced gradually, 
There must be no revolutionary upheaval, The 
indiscriminate throwing overboard of all that is 
best and holiest in our traditions in the impetuous 
rush to sweep away the ‘so-called lumber is to be 
greatly deprecated. Tor if the very life-buoys are 
cast away, what shall we do when a storm threatena? 
No single group has the authority or power to alter 
Judaism. Readjustments, however slight, must 
he the result of the mature consideration of a Con- 
ference of Orthodox Rabbis world-famed and 
world-respecterd. Modifications must be in line 
with tradition; there must be no sudden wrench 
from the old. Above all, universal acceptance 
must be aimed at, so that Judaism the world over 
will he the same. Universal] acceptance can be 
atfained only if the decisions arrived at are sanc- 
tioned by the world voice speaking through its 
repre senitative months at a vatheriny autho- 
rities. A world synod of Rabbis must be con- 
vened: that can take place only in Jerusalem. 
The Holy City commands the respect wf the world, 
When the requisite minimum of lol Rabbis meet 
at Jerusalem under the presidency of the Chief~ 
Rabbi of the Holy Land and recommend readjust- 
ments to Judaism will be heard, for 
they will speak with authcrity. The reforms they

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HOW TO TEACH OUR CHILDREN JEWISH HISTORY. 


‘Why not let bygones be bygones ?”’ asked an 
elderly lady «propos of history. Why not? But 
the tendency to-day among our educationists is 
emphatically towards the teaching of history. No 
svilabus of a religion class would be considered 
adequate without its quotum of history. We will, 
therefore, take it as accepted that there is some 
value in this study of bygones. While. however, 
we are all ayroed on the necessity, few of us are 
agreed ax to method. This short article is ‘an 
attempt at dealing with some of the problems 
raised. 

In the first place, | think we must eschew any 
attempt at objective treatment. This doubtless 
will shock scientific critics. My reply to them ts 
two-fold. Objectively speaking, we might as well 
not study Jewish history at all. It is-—with the 
possible exception of a few centuries B.c.-an 
insignificant history, and we might spend our time 
more profitably in studying Indian or Chinese, 
Eyvyptian or Greek history. But for us as Jews it 
is of the utmost importance, and we must treat. it 
by itself and for itself, getting things admittedly 
out of proportion, so that the building of the 
Temple must be shewn to be a far more colossal 
undertaking than the building of the Pyramids, 
and Moses must be made—as a legislator-—to tower 
farabove Hammurabiand Solon takentoygether. 1 
need hardly say that in our daily life we never treat 
events objectively. The death of a favourite dog 
lea ves a far larger blank in our hearts than the death 
of the Prime Minister, and we would sacrifice the 
whe'o Parliament to-sa ve the life of our son: Objec- 
tively, neither the dog nor the gon is of a ny sig- 
nificance, but forus of the very greatest. Mysecond 
reply to objectors who demand a scientific treat- 
ment of history is thet no history yet written has 
heen scientific —I refer now not to Jewish history, 
but history generally. It is quite impossible to 
eliminate personal bias. Nor, indeed, wonld it be 
desirable: ‘To a pacifist anything but a _ bare 
reference to the Napoleonic wars is to misreed his 
tory. For him, Nelson and Napoleon are but flies 
on the wheel, irritating, perhaps, but quite unim. 
portant. 

To the economist of the materialist school the 
Industrial Revolution isthe great culminating event 
to whichall history has been moving, and the French 
Revolution in so far as it hassignificance at all, is 
merely an economic phenomenon of no. great 
moment. It is unnecessary to multiply instances, 
History, like all other sciences, is and must be an 
expression partially of fact-—-as much of it, that is. 
that can be disentangled from event—and partially 
of the inferences drawn by a necessarily interested 
investigator from certain phenomena that interest 
him. That is the tirst point. Do not make a 
fetish of objectivity. Do not pretend toan absence 
of bias which you do not possess. The sort of atti- 
tude the Jewish history teacher should adopt may 
be summed up in the Rabbinic adage, * Jerusalem 
is the pivot of the universe,” or, leas terse!ly, ** Thou 
art One, and Thy name is One-- and where on earth 
is another nation Unique as Thy people Israel!” 

My second point is that no teacher should make 
of Jewish history lines on which to hang mora! 
washing. The tragedy and the comedy of Jewish 
history, if presented with imagination, will vive any 
child of normal intelligence quite enough material

from which to draw his ethical conclusions... To 
impose from without moral lessons (usually second- 


‘hand Christian morality) is to give “ Sunday-schoo! 
food’ to hungry children. When one hears from a 


child who ‘goes to synagogue classes on Sunday, in 
reply to a question about Moses, that “he was a 
good man and used always to pray to God,” it is 
time to stuff that child's ears with cotton-wool, or, 
alternatively, to suggest that the teacher play golf 
on Sunday mornings. Our ministers are always 
telling us-—almost every Barmitzvah boy hears it 
from the pulpit-——that we must teach history if we 
are to arouse Jewish consciousness. But what 
can a boy or girl gain from a bowdlerised history 
which hurls at him an extraneous morality and a 
code of conduct which (outside religion classes) her 
will never be expected to adopt ? 

Akin to the danger of “ moralisation ”’ is that of 
treating sacred history as something unreal. | 
have noticed Jewish teachers adopting a special 
tone of voice, sombre and parsonic ; they se 
curious antiquated words, as if King James's 
English were the language of Elijah; they do not 
dare to make a joke or treat even amusing episodes 
-——Balaam and his ass, for instance—as if they were 
funny. They dehumanise our Bible and the 
history of our people in such a way, that children 
cease to look upon jt as anything but a collection of 
uncanny incidents that happened in the dim distant 
past. The characters do not live, and the events 
might have taken placein Mars. When I attempted 
in my little book of Jewish history for children to 
bring down the Bible history from heaven to earth, 
by shewing the characters as human—verv human 
beings, | was told by more than one learned critic 
that I lacked reverence. The trouble is so many 
people, particularly teachers of Jewish history, 
cannot differentiate humble reverence from Peck- 
sniffian cant, and just as they attempt to inject 
morals from without, so, by tone of voice and choice 
of antiquated language, they do their best to inject 
reverence. But it cannot be done that wayv.. There 
must first be interest in and then love for the char- 
acters, and whenthat has been acquired by the child, 
reverence will follow. . This is the sine qua non of the 
teaching of Jewish history, and until it is realised 
we must not wonder if most of our history teaching 
is thrown away, or that we still have to rely on 
Graetz for our knowledge ! 3 

Nevertheless, although I say we must humanise. 
I do not mean rational se. Heaven forfend that 
we teach our children that manna was the sap of 
trees (which it wasn’t) or that the talking ass was 
but a vision (which it was clearly not meant to 
be). Rationalisation is one of the basic fallacies 
on Which © Liberal’ Judaism has been built, and 
since “ Liberal’ Judaism is but a bridge leading to 
unorthodox Christianity, and our purpose in 
teaching history (at least, as far as the present 
writer is concerned) is to bulwark the fortress of 
‘Judaism, we must beware of this subtle danver. 
‘There is nothing in common between humanising 
and rationalising. Children certainly, and grown- 
ups, too, if they would admit it, are only too eager 
for miracles. A miracle, after all, is nothing but a 
dramatic representat on of a striking phenomenon, 
and children have the dramatic sense highly 
developed. Yet that is no reason why we should 
make Moses a God-worked automaton, or Elijah a 


baby tied to heavenly apron strings. Moses mow 
be a man, a real, live man: he must. for example, 
‘leave the Pharaoh in a terrible temper 

although, doubtless, it is vers natight: 
to lose ones temper! He must, on the othe 
hand, merely have to wave his wand for the water 
to part (much as they do in the pictures), an 
there must be no squeamishnéss about telling o! 
this miracle.”

It is scarcely necessary to stop to point out tly 


necessity for the teacher having a knowledge of 
child psychology. No one should dare to. teac!

first-hand study of human material. Howeve 
there is one point that must be made ; it is ofte 
overlooked. Although there is a very large field 
common to Jewish and to non-Jewish children, ye 
the Jewish child has mental characteristics of its 
own which the teacher will nevlect to his cost, Th 
book on Jewish child psychology has yet to by 
written. None the less, a teacher of penctration 
and imagination may learn a good deal from his 
Jewish material, and his teaching must take accoun’ 
of these peculiar traits. 

Thus far I have dealt with some of the more 
general considerations. . Possibly as to these there 
exists a large body of opinion in agreement wit! 
me. It is when we eome to a more cetailec 
treatment that differences as to method «show 
themselves more acutely.

‘ he is not soused with legend after legend? | 
need hardly say that in appealing for the utilisation 
of Jewish legend I am following in the footsteps of

the teaching of history. It is, I fancy, quite a 
sodern misfortune (due, more than anything else, 
‘» ienorance; and not dislike, on the part of teachers) 
to confine history teaching to what is assumed to 
he “history.”

It is our more 
modern and less capable educators who have 
\anished them. They must come back. 
Next in importance I would place a knowledge 
y and life of their neighbours with 
wham the Israelites came in contact.’ I would not 
low a teacher to undertake the teaching of Jewish 
could not roll off the names of at least 
‘lf-a-dezen Assyrian kings, who could not recite 
east half-a-dozen of the laws that Shamash 
.ve to Hammurabi, who could not relate the story 
a real Tarzan tale dear to the hearts 
of all woungsters), who could not tell the legends and 
. the Egyptians told, or who did not know the 
+ important comtents of the Tel-el-Amarna 
letters! It is amazing how thrilling Jewish history 
. he made to be when the Assyrian Colossus is 
«eon hovering in the background ready to crush 
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little Israel, and how stupendous the Exodus 
(which, the Heavens be thanked, we may treat 
to-day as historical), when we make children 
realise that the Hebrews have brought low a 
Pharaoh whose superhuman might we can discover 
from the papyri millennia old. 

I have assumed throughout that the teacher has 
an adequate knowledge of the Bible, whence, with 
very few exceptions, all our information of early 
Jewish history is drawn. But this knowledge 
must be kept up to date. The way some Jewish 
people appear to imagine that the latest authority 
on the Bible is Rashi is almost laughable. Of 
course, one does not want to teach h'gher criticism 
to children, any more than we teach them lower 
criticism, but every teacher worthy of the name 
must be able to give his charges the results arrived 
at by the critics, in so far as they are necessary to 
throw light on the events and persons of the past. 
The ignorant horror that orthodox Jews appear 
to have of Bible critics and criticism is to me quite 
inexplicable, and certainly unfounded. It is, like 
the fear of ghosts, open to no very rational explana- 
ton. There is not a history in the world taught 
in schools that does not come to the pupils in the 
form left by generations of critics. Why in this 
respect Jewish history should be an exception it 
is difficult to discover. But this is not the place 
to deal at all fully with such a matter. 

A matter about which one ought not to be 
dogmatic (for much depends on the individuality 
of the teacher and something on the individuality 
of the pupil), is whether one ought to stress creat 
meh, great events, or the man. in the street and 
everyday affairs. This question is perhaps rather 
threefold than twofold. It really asks whether 
(1) stress should be laid on outstanding figures who, 
on this hypothesis mould events, or (2) should 
atterition be focussed on impersonal events which 
made the men what they were, or, finally (3)whether 
the ordinary doings of ordinary men should = be 
thrown on. the For younger children 
and it is these the present writer has in mind— 
it would seem that the first alternative with an 
occasional dash of the third is the right one. I do

not deny that in modern times great stress is being 

laid on the second alternative, and it is not im- 

possible that it could be exploited ; indeed, it was 
this attitude which marked all the Bible writers 
themselves without exception; but to my mind 

the difficulties in the way of making this impersonal 

view of history palatable to the young are almost 

overwhelming. 


It would be tempting to show how the topo- 
graphy of Palestine dealt with by a Halford 
Mackinder might be brought into the service of 
Jewish history teaching, how anthropology with the 
magic pen of a Frazer might help the fascination 
of a history lesson, how caligraphy might be called 
in to liven up a dull moment, but neither space

In brief, then, what is needed fer the teaching 
of Jewish history by Jewish teachers to Jewish 
children for the inculeation of Jewish feeling is 
this.

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It may be urged that when Jews are sympathetic 
to the ideals of peace, then they are only following 
the dictates of self-interest. It is well-known and 
obviens that Jewish welfare is dependent upon 
international peace, Jews are the first to suffer 
from strife and war, the first to experience all the 
disadvantayes of international suspicion and hate. 
It follows. then, that to the Jew peace is a necessity 
of life. and not analtruistig ideal. 


i do not think that Jews as such are necessarily 
superior to non-dews. But to my mind we have 
every reason to rejoice that there is at least one 
people which recownimses that peace is exzential to 
ita welfare. Would that all nations could learn 
the elementary fact that peace is essential to the 
économic welfare of all and of each!')

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HELL AND IMMORTALITY IN THE OLD TESTAMENT. | 


Of all questions it is possible to propound none

Investigation from an historical point of view 
reveals the fact that all races and nations, however 
culturally primitive or advanced, entertained some 
notion of Immortality. The conception has differed 
from place to place and from time to time. The 
ideas of various aborivinal races, whose social and 
religious systems have been carefully inquired into, 
do not coincide with those held for instance, about 
the time of Abraham or by the Babylonians of a 
subsequent era ; these latter again differ from. the 
views concerning the world to come, held by the 
Greeks or by the Romans; but in all cases and in 
all aves it is found that a belief in some kind of 
survival after death is maintained. The purpose 
of this article is to examine some of the various 
references to this subject given to us in the Old 
Testament and to compare these with the ideas of 
contemporaneous nations. 


st was more than natural for uncultured races 
in very early times to select as the place of the 
departed some inaccessible region. Distant islands 
or mountains that existed only in imagination or 
in local folklore were often thus chosen : very 
frequently the place from which the sun rises or 
its destination in the West became the supposed 
ultimate abode. But the Underworld as the 
destination of the Dead was much more common 
than any of these, and indeed was maintained in 
religions that had long passed through the primitive 
stage. According to the Old Egyptians, Osiris 
ruled over the souls of the dead in the Underworld, 
while the Hades of the Greeks, the Oreus of the 
‘Romans and finally Sheol, Sg, as portrayed 
for us in the Old Testament, were all very similar 
conceptions. It is generally thought that the 
word Sheol has its origin in the root meaning to be 
hollow, the notion being that Sheol consisted of a 
great hollow space deep down beneath the surface 
of the earth. In Chapter 32 of the Book of Ezekiel 
Sheol is described as a vast subterranean region 
where the dead of all nations are indiscriminately 
assem bled. 

The ancient Hebrews must have had no doubts 
concerning the dualism of man, ¢.¢., his physical 
and spiritual composition. As early as the second 
page of the Book of Genesis we are informed in no 
uncertain language: “ And the Lord God formed 
man out of the dust of the ground and breathed 
into him the breath of life.’ (1) This is further 
borne out by the repeated use made throughout 
the Scriptures of the more or less synonymous 
terms: “nephesh” tps, “ruach and 
“nishmas” ppws. <A nephesh, usually trans- 
lated soul, was curiously enough thought to be 
present in the body of both man and beast and 
apparently was the principle of life.

King Saul in his hour of distress caused the spirit 
of Samuel to be called up from the bowels of the 
earth with the aid of the witch at Endor. (4) The 
belief in (communication with the 
dead) was in fact universal among the early Semites, 
and the widespread nature of the practice among 
the Hebrews can be seen in the constant injunctions 
uttered against it by the prophets.

Necromancy was based on the tradition that the 
departed were imbued with some power which was 
denied. to the living, and they could, therefore, 
resort to it for help and counsel. This is obviously in 
contradiction to the passage in Isaiah quoted above, 
and to other passages, (5) wherein the Rephaim 
are described as being weak and powerless. And 
further it is difficult to understand how recognition 
and conversation could have taken place amony 


- the dead, when Sheol is elsewhere described as 


being a place of darkness (6), silence (7), and for- 
yetfulness. (8) 

Further inconsistency is shown in that Sheol 
is ON some occasions beyond the realm of God's 
influence and the Rephaim are, therefore, in a most 
abject and pitiful condition (9); whereas on other 
occasions Sheol is a place of rest and a haven of 
peace for all alike—for kings, masters, servants. 
and even for prisoners, (10) 

This distinct contrariness of thought as to con. 
ditions of existence in Sheol illustrates in a very 
vivid manner the growth of the religion of Yahweh 
from out of the multitude of uncultured, popular

Following on the laws governing the Congregation 
are the “ Regulations for the Government of the 
Burial Ground.” 
known as the Gabai of the Tikkun Beth Chayim, 
whose primary duty it was to keep the burial 
ground in good repair, and in the event of a death 
he had complete charge of the funeralarra ngements. 
He had to see to procuring watchers for the corpse 
and Minyan at the house. of mourning during 
Shiva, Both watchers and Minyan were drawn 
hy lot from the members of the Congregation, and 
refusal meant finding a substitute and paying for 
any expenses incurred. Very noble was the custom 
for two volunteers to “ watch ” on the Beth Chayim 
for three successive nights after a funeral. 

The Exeter Congregation came into frequent 
contact with the Great Syvnaygogue.in London during 
the Kabbinate of Solomon Hirschell. It was to the 
latter that the Congregation applied when in need 
of a Shochet. His appeals for various charitable 
causes were always responded to. Money was sent 
to him for the building of a synagogue and Beth 
Hamidrash in Jerusalem. Assistance was given 
to the Jews’ Hospital in Mile End, London, both 
from congregational funds and from private sub- 
scriptions. In 1843 the Great Synagogue addressed 


a letter asking the Exeter Convregation to agree to 


a Chief Kabbinate for all the congregations of the 
British Empire. The reply favoured such a course. 
But on being invited to send a representative at the 
election, Exeter had to decline, as the finances 
would not allow. 

Letters passed between the Congregation and 
Sir Moses Montefiore. In 1837 the Congregation 
sent a congratulatory letter to Sir Moses on bis 
receiving the honour of knighthood. His appeal in 
1854 for suffering coreligionists in Jerusalem met 
with a response. In 1853 correspondence passed 
on the question of Exeter's representation on the 
Deputies. The Congreygation’s reply was that the 
state of the finances would not permit “at present.” 
In August of the same year Mr. Josiah Solomon, of 
London, offered himself as candidate. ‘The presi- 
dent was requested to ascertain from Mr. Solomon 
his views on the subjects over which the Deputies 
had control, and if he would pledge himself to vote 
for the transactions of the Deputies being pub- 
lished. towever, it was not till October, 1854. 
that another gentleman, Mr. Joseph Lazarus, of 
London, was elected the first deputy for Exeter.

A man of 
flesh and blood builds a house fifty cubits high, and, 
if it be large, one hundred cubits high; but he 
himself is still only three cubits in height.

Holy One, blessed be He, is not so ; for He created 
the earth, and He fills it. And so it says: The 
fulness of the whole earth is His Glory (Isa. vi, 3) 
[Midrash Tehillim xxiv, 2]. Rabbi Isaac said: 
Whoso commits a transgression in secret is as 
though he presses against the feet of the Divine 
Presence ; for it is written, Thus saith the Lord: 
The Heaven is My throne, and the earth is my foot- 
stool (Isa. Ixvi, 1) [Kiddushin 3la]. Whosoever 
does not respect the Glory of his Master, it would 
have been a mercy for him that he had not come 
into the world. What is the case here meant ? 
Rabbi Joseph said: This is the man who commits 
a transgression in secret. This explanation is in 
accord with the view of Rabbi Isaac, for Rabbi 
Isaac said, Whosoever commits a transgression in 
secret is as though he jars the feet of the Divine 
Presence, as it is said, Thus saith the Lord, the heaven 
is My. throne, and the earth is My footstool (Isa. 
Ixvi, 1) [Chagigah 16a}. 


In his lectures on ** The Glory of God,” the sub- 
ject of this notice, Dr. Israel Abrahams deals with 
the conception from three aspects, (1) Natural, (2) 
Messianic, and (3) Pragmatic. In the first section, 
he points out that all the great theoph@nies in the 
Bible, with their storm scenery and visible mani- 
festations, are also revelations of the Divine essence 

-the Glory of God, witnessed in storm phenomena, 
is a@ moral and spiritual Glory.. Its most prominent 
feature is power, but a power directed to righteous- 
ness. Habakkuk’s prayer is a picture of storm, 
but it is introduced by a prophecy in which blood- 
shed is denounced, violence, rapacity, idolatry, and 
oppression are attacked, and the ideal set out of the 
time when the earth shall be filled with the know- 
ledge of the Glory of the Lord as the waters cover 
The Hebrew poets read God in the skies, 
and argued from Him thence to the human soul, 


the sea. 


Psalm XIX. with its two sections, on God in Nature 


~and God in the Law, is the great Psalm of the an- 


nouncement of God's glory in the universe and of the 
Law (the world’s glory, in Rabbinie phrase) for 
man. 

The “reconciliation of Religion and Science in 
our day is due to a resumption of the Psalmist’s 
conception—e.g., ‘* The heavens declare the Glory of 
God... the law of the Lord is perfect, 
restoring the soul’ (x1x. 2, 8). Both science and 
religion become personal, the one the result of a 
personal observation, the other of a personal 
experience. It is because of this re-intrusion of the 
personal element that a reconciliation is not only 
possible, but inevitable, for the same personality 
Ls this 
to say that science, like religion, is growing more 
mystical? Psalms attained the personal 
harmony without mysticism. ‘The heavens declare 
the Glory of God daily, continuously to the open eye

of each; and the Glory of God is declared, too, in 
the Law fixed in the soul of every man. God is 
seen in His perfect universe, and also in His perfect 
Law—there is no dichotomy here, there is a com- 
plete unity between the Glory of God in His creative 
activity in the world of matter, and also in the world 
of spirit; in His ordering of things and in His 
message to the heart of man. How does man 
respond to this message ? God's glory is most 
revealed in His moral excellence. It is moral 
excellence that produces the excellence of the 
creation. “* Purity and rectitude are before His 
throne,” runs the liturgy. And man’s response 
consists in the exhibition of the same. purity and 
rectitude. The Glory of God is made visible in the 
life of man, “He that oppresseth the poor re- 
proacheth his Maker, but he that hath mercy on the 
needy honoureth [glorifieth] Him ” (Proy, xrv. 31).; 
Man’s oppression denies the perfection of the world 
man’s mercy asserts that perfection. Man’simita- 


tion of the merciful God is an assertion of the Divine 
Clorv.

An urgent appeal from Mr. Moscovitz, the President of the ORT. jy 
America, who has been on a visit to Bessarabia, and various comm ications 
from the “ O.Z.E,” Berlin, describe the critical conditions prevailing in 
Bessarabia, and the necessity for medical rehef to stem the tide of epidemics. 
The Central Committee of the “ O.Z.E.,” Berlin, has made an extraordinary 
grant to the “O.Z.E.” in Bessarabia. It is setting up medida! centres in 
Alexandrene and other localities to conduct a vigorous campaign against 
searlet fever and to provide food for the children. Appeals for help were 
sent by the Committee to the Federation of Ukrainian Jews and othe 
Organisations. 

Among other decisions taken, the Council resolved to send copies of the 


appeals from Bessarabia and the “O.Z.E.” Berlin, to several Jewish ' 


relief organisations, and to confer with them as to the pows:tnulity of 
launching a new relief campaign.

Assimilation in Germany. 
From Mr. Sanwel. 


To the Editor of Tur JVewrsn Curonicie. 


Sir,—It was gratifying to read in your columns the interview afforded 
to your correspondent by Dr. Gronemann on the problem of assimilation in 
Germany. I cannot help feeling, however, that in his analysis, Dr. (irene- 
mann has omitted the effects of assimilation on the large Jewish student 
classes in Germany. 

I have only recently attended a large International Students’ Cor ference 
at Geneva, at which there were present some of the leaders 0! Jewish 
Students in Germany, and it was from them that EF elicited the trayic fact 
that Jewish students, in general, are gradually. being assimilated as: » result 
of the growing tide of German Nationalism which seems to pervae the 
student ‘classes at the present time. This fact is still more to be 
deplored, for, as Dr. Feichenfeld, the prominent leader among East Wur pean 
Jewish Students, has told me, it is the absorption of Jewish students i. this 
somewhat frenzied national movement that has made the problem of 
systematic emigration of Jewish students into Germany from the lauds 1 
which the numerus clausus is enforced even more difficult 1 fa! 
impossible—of successful accomplishment. 

It would be difficult for anyone to forecast the result of this move 


ment, but one’s mind is naturally perturbed with gloomy forebodings 
the future of European Jewry.

Musie and Drama. 


“AND THAT'S THE TRUTH. a 


Pirandello’s queer play, “ And That's the Truth (if you Think it is),” 
which was presented at the Lyric, Hammersmith, last week, is described on 
the programme as a parable. It may be regarded as such, or it may —- perhaps 
preferably—be considered merely as a comedy of scandalmongering. The 
story is simple enough—almost too simple to be spread over three acts. 
A husband and wife live apart from the latter's mother, who is not 
allowed to enter their flat or to come near her daughter, who is kept 
strictly within doors. This arouses frenzied curiosity among the neigh- 
bours. The husband supplies an explanation.: this is his second wife; the 
first one died, and her mother suffers from the delusion that his present 
wife is her daughter, Then the mother-in-law explains: the husband is 
wrong in the head, and imagines that his wife is not—as she really is—the 
woman he first married. Nobody ever arrives at the true solution. As a 
comedy, it is an amusing trifle; as an exercise in philosophical theory it is, 
to say the least of it, weak. Mr. Nigel Playfair, as a sort: of “semi- 
detached’ Chorus, expresses the view that there is no such thing a8 reality 
—that being the “message” of the play. The majority of the actors play 
in the style of farce, two notable exceptions being Miss Nancy Price, who 
makes a touching and sympathetic figure as the mother-in-law, and Mr. 
Claude Rains, who is immensely effective as the sane or insane husband. 
To sum up the play itself, it is an ordinary comedy of Italian provincial 
life. It is also an expression of Pirandello’s abstract philosophy. ft is 
furthermore an exhibition of “leg-pulling” by an Italian dramatist. ‘And 
that’s the trath—if you think it is !” 


OTHER PREMIERES OF THE WEEK. 

“In Walked Jimmy,” by Minne Z. Jaffa, which was produced at the 
“Q” Theatre on Monday night, is a show of excellent possibilities largely 
spoilt by lack of dramatic technique and poor dialogue. The play savours 
strongly of “ It Pays to Advertise,” but, unlike that play, the improbabilities 
necessary for the development of the plot are never in the remotest degree 
possibilities. Nevertheless, there are many laughs in the play, though the 
acting, with one notable exception,.is poor. The exception is Miss Marion 
Fawcett, who plays a typist with a matter-of-fact head and a desire for 
matrimony, most excellently. 


Mr. Caradoc Evans's comedy, “ Taffy,” which was produced at the Q 
a fortnight ago, was transferred to the Royalty on Monday. There has 
been a certain amount of alteration in the last act in deference to the feeling 
of many Welshmen that the play constituted too bitter an attack on their 
people. [ni spite of this, however, it must be admitted that the protests the 
play has aroused are toa certain extent justified ; and it is also undeniable 
that Mr. Evans's castigation of his own people not infrequently oversteps 
the bounds of good taste. ‘The dialogue is always witty and often sparkling, 
though the second act is marred by some dreary tomfoolery, in which a sick 
man is measured for a coffin by his “friends.” The play is well acted, par- 
ticularly‘by Messrs. George Merritt, Bruce Winston, and Fewlass Liewellyn, 
and by Miss Joan Maude, who, with added experience, promises to develop 
talent as undoubted as is her charm. There is one unnecessary and undesir- 
able line in the play, in which a swindling carpenter, believing himself dead 
and in Heaven, says: “I, too, was a Carpenter in Sion.” It is curious that 
ithas been left to a Jewish critic to point out the offensiveness of this. 

| NOTES AND NEWS. 

On Sunday evening, Mr. Israel Zangwill addressed the First Night 
Playgoers' Club on “The Trials of Author-Management.” Mr. J. M. 
Rubens, the President, was in the chair. Mr. Zangwill said that he generally 
seemed to be unlucky with the time he produced his plays. He proceeded 
to describe his producing difficulties and his experiences at the hands 
of the critics, who, for personal reasons, he said, had boycotted him 
altogether or given distorted accounts of his plays. He excepted Mr. 
Hubert Griffith (who was present). 

In consequence of considerable bookings for “ Tess of the D'Urbervilles,” 
at the Barnes Theatre, it has been found necessary to put on an extra 
matinée on Tuesdays, making three a week inall. Among the distinguished 


people who have visited the Barnes recently are the ex-Queen of Greece, ' 


Lord Beaverbrook, Sir Barry Jackson, Mr. Henry Arthur Jones, Sir Dau 
Godfrey, and the Countess of Oxford and Asquith. 

I learn that a new revue, “The Tower of Babel,” to which several 
Jewish writers in Paris have contributed, is shortly to be produced in the 
French capital. ‘The first part of the revue is said to contain the third act 


of Sholem Asch’'s “God of Vengeance” (surely a strange importation toa. 


revue !) and a “ prose poem" by Z. Schneier. 

A new play-producing Society, to be known as the Greek Play Society, 
has recently been founded with the object of presenting translations of 
Greek Plays in London, on Sunday evenings, in a manner approximating as 
nearly as practicable to the original methods of production, Though there 
will be no official connection between the three Societies, the Greek Play 
Society will have the same office address (36, Southampton Street, Strand) 
as the Stage Society and The Phoenix. 


Betty Blythe, the kinema star, is to continue at the London Coliseum 
“until further notice.” Her act is meeting with ecstatic approval from 
London “ film fans" and others. _Mai Bacon returns to the Coliseum on 
Monday with a new partner, Tubby Edlin, in “ Thank You, Doctor.”
